A President's Mother 


WHAT WOULD you be thinking about if tomorrow you 


were to be made the "President of the United States? Here 
is the story of one of our great Presidents, and what he 
thought about when he was inaugurated. 


He lived in Cleveland, Ohio. A few days before the 


gieat ceremony, he wrote to his old mother: "I want you 
to go to Washington with me." 


His mother was very much surprised, and after think- 


ing it all over, she wrote to her son, of whom she was very 
proud: "I cannot go to Washington. I would be quite out 
of place there among the great people whom you will meet. 
I will stay at home and pray for you." 


The man who was soon to be President sent this answer: 


"I will not go without you.'" And so they traveled together 
to the capital city. 


They stayed at the same hotel, and when the time came j 


for the ceremony, they went together, his mother leaning 
on his arm. They entered the carriage and drove to the 
Capitol, where a great audience of over one hundred thousand 
people were waiting. 
It was a gala occasion—the high platform and all the 


celebrated men from all over the country, governors, judges, 
and ministers—and all the great sea of white faces turned 
to the one central place where he was. The people noticed 
that instead of taking the chair that was provided for him, 
he gave it to his mother. Then he delivered his inaugural ad- 
dress. After he had taken the oath to be true to his high 
office, and before he sat down, he put his arms around his 
mother, and kissed her. 


We wonder if you know who this President was? He 


was one of our martyred Presidents. His name was James 
A. Garfield. The way he took care of his mother was one 
of the most beautiful tilings he ever did, and all that great 
congregation of people, after the din was over, and they 
had gone to their homes, thought so. 


Our mothers do for us far more than we can ever repay. 


Let us hope that no one will ever get too big. or too old. or 
too far away to remember his mother, and to make her 
happy in his own happiness. It would be worth while to 
live in order to do just that.

'My Own Idea,' 
Says Chavez in 
Budeiiz Attack 
Denies Democrats 
Prompted Speech 


\Vashington. May 
13—(AP) — 


Senator Chavez (J3-XM) declared 
today that his bitter attack on 
ex-ConimiinisL Louis JBudenz was 
strictly his own idea, with no 
prompting from the Truman ad- 
ministration. 


Replying to a contention by Se- 


nator McCarthy (R-Wis) that the 
New Mexico Democrat was duptd 
by administration spokesmen into 
"this outrageous attempt to smear 
Budenz." Chavez told reporters: 


"Joe McCarthy need not feel 


sorry for me. I'll be here in the 
senate a lot longer than he will be. 
Nobody dupes me. I do things on 
my own volition and I take the 
responsibility " 


Chavez lit into Budenz in a se- 


nate speech yesterday. He said 
Budenz. one time managing editor 
of the Communist Daily Worker, 
has been using the cross of the 
Roman Catholic church "as a club" 
in the senate Inquiry into McCar- 
thy's charges of communism in the 
government- 


Chavez, a Catholic himself, also 


discussed in detail what he called 
Budenz' "sordid past." 


Budenz, who renounced com- 


munism- in 1SH5 and rejoined the 
Catholic church, made no imme- 
diate reply- 


McCarthy was not in the senate 


when Chavez spoke, hut he got out 
aistatement later-swlIcKting^ belief 
that Chavez was put up to his 
attack on Budenz by Senator Tyd- 
ings (D-Md). chairman of the in- 
quiry 
committee, 
and 
Senator 


Lucas (D-I11). the majority leader. 


"The personal attack on Mr. 


Budenz. I am- sure will not deter 
him from completing his testi- 
mony. He undoubtedly expected to 
be smeared and vilified when he 
dedicated the balance of his life 
to the exposure of communists in 
places of danger to this nation," he 
said.

Economic State 


Business pushed ahead during the first quarter of 1950, 


according to the latest report made to congress by the presi- 
dent's council of economic advisers. The board's monthly 
summary shows that most of the gauges it uses for measur- 
ing activity registered a strong upturn. 


Production of goods and services reached a rate of S258,- 


000,000.000 a year during the first quarter—a level of 
$3,000,000,000 higher than the rate for the latter part of the 
last year. The rate of consumer spending roue to a new peak. 
Unemployment fell, during March, by 551.000. The stock 
market was active, with prices high. 


Though farm income dropped and expenditures for plant 


expansion are expected to fall below last year's figure, these 
•tatistics are held to bear out the council's expectation that 
1950 will be a period of good buaineiw. But it is admitted 
they do not reflect an economic expansion capable of provid- 
ing jobs for the nation's constantly growing working force. 
Increasing unemployment can mean grave economic, social 
and political trouble. 


But when the time arrives to talk of solutions, it will be 


good sense to insist that all proposed cures be examined with 
care. Some that have been suggested would be worse than 
the disease. 


Right now it would be wise to worry more about another 


danger. Dr. Edwin G. Nourse, former chairman of the board, 
has been trying to warn the nation that its present prosper- 
ity is not too well founded. He has pointed to the return to 
deficit financing, to the government's outlays to keep farm 
prices high, to labor's demands for more concessions. The»e 
are real threats to the stability of the economy. 


The administration can do something about all of them, 


if it sees fit By so doing it might put the nation on a strong 
foundation—a foundation strong enough to support a struc- 
ture capable of absorbing every American who wants to 
work.
